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Springhill Lake Celebrates 20th!

“Springhill Lake is a ‘little town’ that’s all about peaple 
living together in harmony,” explains Gus Ormrond, Execu¬ 
tive Vice President of Community Realty. The apartment 
complex is celebrating its 20th birthday this year, and it 
has been 20 years of success. 

The groundbreaking ceremonies for Springhill Lake oc¬ 
curred on Friday, July 6, 1962 and within a year, 1000 resi¬ 
dents moved into the first section. Five years later, Spring¬ 
hill Lake housed approximately 10,000 people, and now, in 
1983, almost half the population of the City of Greenbelt 
lives in Springhill Lake. 


The apartment complex covers 
about 200 acres, 32 of which is 
open space. There are 20 play¬ 
grounds, six basketball courts, 
six tennis courts and many in¬ 
terior courtyards formed by 
clusters of apartment buildings. 
Not only do these interior yards 
conform to the Master Plan for 
the City of Greenbelt which calls 
for “residential areas buffered 
from industrial and commercial 
areas by landscaping, open space, 
fences and major thoroughfares 
and/or other means,” it also pro¬ 
vides residents with a serene, 
pleasant atmosphere. Calpernia 
Veneman, a 20-year resident 
says, “living in Springhill Lake 
is like living in a park.” 

The grassy areas, playground, 
and 3-acre lake are maintained 
by an “outstanding grounds 
crew” according to Martha Sut¬ 
ton, Social Director of the 
Springhill Lake Development. 
Sutton also advocates the exist¬ 
ence of greenery by providing 
residents with free flowering 


plants in the spring. She ex¬ 
plains, “people are happier when 
things look nice and the place is 
beautiful.” Sutton and Spring¬ 
hill Lake residents have been 
successful in keeping the com¬ 
munity lovely, and have earned 
the Beautification Award given 
by Prince Georges County for 
two consecutive years. 

The Springhill Lake develop¬ 
ment has 2,899 apartment units 
ranging from one bedroom to 
four bedroom townhouses. There 
are nine sections: the first section, 
bounded by Edmonston Road and 
Springhill Drive was the first to 
be completed. The complex de¬ 
veloped over 4 years and ended 
with the completion of section 
nine. 

There are several adult build¬ 
ings in the community, a section 
where pets are allowed, a section 
in which residents have washers 
and dryers inside their apart¬ 
ments and a section in which 
residents pay their own electric 


bill. “This way,” says Ormrod, 
“residents can have air condition¬ 
ing during the winter if they 
want to,” 

Community Realty manages 
Springhill Lake, which is approx¬ 
imately one-third of their busi¬ 
ness. Community Realty man¬ 
ages 14 complexes —• including 
Green Ridge House — with a 
total of about 9500 units. 

“Little Town” 

Springhill Lake is often refer¬ 
red to as a “little town.” The 
term is accurate because the 
community has almost every 
characteristic of a town. There is 
an elementary school, a middle 
school, a city-owned Recreation 
Center, a shopping center with a 
pharmacist, a dentist, a beauty 
salon and a fast food restaurant, 
and three office buldings, the last 
of which was completed in early 
April. Most of the residents find

Council Reviews Police Budget; 

Hears Radio Communication Problems

With a proposed police 
budget edging above the $1 
million level, the subject 
which got the most attention 
at the work session on the 
public safety budget on May 
9 was not even in the bud¬ 
get. During the session, 
council members learned, ap¬ 
parently for the first time, 
about radio communication 
deficiencies that sometimes 
prevent officers who have en¬ 
tered local commercial build¬ 
ings from communicating 
with their base station. 

Whether this deficiency arises 
from the steel-and-concrete con¬ 
struction of most of the newer 
commercial buildings or from de¬ 
ficiencies of an aging radio re¬ 
peater system was not definitely 
decided. But Mayor Gil Weiden- 
feld expressed surprise that such 
a communications problem exists. 
Councilman Richard Pilski, also 
apparently surprised, requested 
data on the breakdown record of 
the present repeater system. 
Weidenfeld summed up the prob¬ 
lem by saying that information 
is needed to determine whether 
the present system needs to be 
replaced or whether additional 
repeater systems are needed to 
insure reliable police communi¬ 
cations. 


The police budget proposed by 
City Manager James K. Giese 
does not provide for any addi¬ 
tional police officers. However, 
establishment of the position of 
Deputy Chief of Police is pro¬ 
posed. With Police Chief William 
T. Lane's announced intention of 
retiring in little more than a 
year, it is intended that the Dep¬ 
uty Chief will then become Chief. 
The choosing of a Deputy Chief 
early in the fiscal year would 
allow for an orderly transition. 

The budget provides, however, 
for an additional police cadet to 
join the program, which current¬ 
ly has one member. Police cadets 
are high school graduates under 
the age of 21 who wish to be-

come police officers when they 
have attanied the required mini¬ 
mum age. They can serve as re¬ 
lief dispatcher, on park patrol, 
in parking enforcement, with 
house checks and with records 
and reports. 

The proposed budget would 
also implement and evaluate a 
pilot program for scheduling of¬ 
ficers on fixed shifts of 10-hours 
each. It would provide funds for 
evaluating and selecting a com-

these public service facilities ma¬ 
jor assets of Springhill Lake, and 
remain here because they exist. 
Veneman agrees, “everything 
you need is right here. It's been 
very convenient and perfect for 
me.” 

Springhill Lake has changed 
demographically over the years. 
During the 1960's, most of the 
residents were couples with fam¬ 
ilies and young professionals. 
Now, many of the families have 
moved and are being replaced by 
young single people and students. 
The students, according to Orm¬ 
rod, are staying on, even after 
graduating, and the professionals 
who lived here in the early years 
are still here, yielding a very di¬ 
verse age group. Ormrod express¬ 
es his theory, “People enjoy their 
leisure time With one rent check, 
they have everything they need 
insofar as maintenance is con¬ 
cerned. They can be at ease and 
have time to golf or swim or 
whatever they want to do. You 
don’t have that luxury when you 
own your own home.” 

Roberta Fisk, another 20-year 
resident says that the mixture of 
ages is something she loves most 
about Springhill Lake. “People 
here, no matter what their age, 


are very friendly. I like having 
the young people around. They 
make me feel younger.” 

Few Problems 

Even though Springhill Lake 
is a huge apartment complex, it 
hasn't had very many problems, 
Ormrod says, “I'm amazed at 
how few problems Springhill 
Lake has. When you compare the 
number of people and problems 
with other developments, our 
problems are far less.” 

Ormrod explained that in a de¬ 
velopment so large, it is impos¬ 
sible to solve problems and make 
changes immediately, so they 
work on major dilemmas one at 
a time. “Each year, we overcome 
some longstanding problem.” 

An example of this process is 
the transportation and parking 
problems which existed in the 
early years of the community, 
when Edmonston Road was the 
only entrance and exit into 
Springhill Lake. Finally, Cherry- 
wood Lane was opened and new 
parking lots were paved. 

Security has not been a prob¬ 
lem, However, with the increase 
in size of the community, many 
feel that new metal and glass 
doors with locks should be instal-

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Contract Negotiating Okayed 
On GHI Masonry Home Repairs

With President James Smith presiding for the last 
time, the GHI Board of Directors dispatched its business 
quickly in the regular meeting on May 12. Sitting as the 
board of Greenbelt Homes, Inc. Development Corporation, 
the group, following a motion by Director Wayne Williams, 
authorized management to negotiate a contract with Lyons 
Associates, Inc., for engineering work on structural repairs 
on the masonry units. A lid of $62,000 was placed on the 
contract in an amendment by Director Frank Gervasi. The 
price, however, shoud be less than that ceiling unless all the 
“worst case” assumptions about foundation damage prove 
to be true. Lyons Associates, Inc., was one of two firms 
submitting bids on the job. 


Auditions for Simon Play 

The Greenbelt Players will hold 
auditions for Neil Simon’s I 
Ought to Be In Pictures, Satur¬ 
day, May 21, 1-3 p.m. and Mon¬ 
day, May 23, 7-9 p.m. at the 
Utopia Theater, 129 Centerway.

Turning to the GHI agenda, 
the board first heard a presenta¬ 
tion by William Stratton, repre¬ 
senting a group of families who 
intend to form a corporation and 
purchase a tract of land known 
as Parcel 4 in order to develop 
it as their own home sites. Strat¬ 
ton presented drawings and gen¬ 
eral site plans, which showed 
that the tract would be divided 
into 14 single-family home lots 
ranging in size from V 2 to % 
acres. This tract, which is in the 
area of Research and Ridge 
Roads, is adjacent to the 7 and 9 
Courts of Research, Stratton, 
whose appearance w T as intended to 
update GHI on the group’s plan, 
said that many of the group are 
already Greenbelt residents. 

The board voted unanimously 
to deny the request of a former 
GHI member for an exception 
which would have allowed him to 
participate in the financing made 
available (primarily to first-time 
home buyers) from the sale of 
bonds by the Prince Georges 
County Housing Authority. Gen¬ 
eral Manager Tim Mitter ex¬ 
plained the corporate obligation 
to buy back the mortgages if the 
loans made to non-first-time- 
buyers ever rose above 10% of 
the total outstanding loans. The 
board obviously was unwilling to 
take those risks and the request 
was denied. 

Among other business the 
board approved a one-year ex¬ 
tension of the two-year contract 
between GHI and GHIDC for 
Phase II work. According to the 
corporation counsel’s opinion, a 
1-year extension of the contract 
did not require membership ap¬ 
proval. 

Garage Survey 

The board also heard details on 
a survey of garages which need 
repair. The survey turned up 
about $72,000 worth of work in 
repairs and painting that need to 
be done. However, in addition, an 
estimated 300 roofs need replace¬ 
ment — at a projected cost of a 
half million dollars. At the in¬ 
sistence of Director Gervasi that 
a start could be made immediate¬ 
ly on repairs on garage fronts 
by using money reserved for that 
purpose, management was direct¬ 
ed to return with an estimate of 
how much of the reserve could 
be used and still cover owner re¬ 
pair requests for the rest of the 
year. 

Because of the low demand, the 
board voted unanimously to re¬ 
linquish its option on Housing 
and Urban Development Section 
8 funds. Management was in¬ 
structed to notify HUD that the 
option was not being exercised 
because restrictions currently 
placed on participation in the 
Section 8 program make it unat¬ 
tractive. According to the man¬ 
agement statements, only 41 per¬ 
sons applied for the Section 8 
subsidy, although 400 were cer¬ 
tified as eligible. Current Section 
8 money differs from *old’ Section 
8 money in that the latter was, 


in effect, a grant, whereas the 
current arrangement is that of 
a loan with deferred payments.

puter system to store and re¬ 
trieve police records and produce 
reports for increased efficiency 
Some expansion of training guals 
is provided for,, as is the pur¬ 
chase of several patrol vehicles 
FOP Requests 

Spokesman for the Fraternal 
Order of Police, Sgt. James It. 
Craze, supported the proposal to 
institute fixed shifts for police 
officers, stating that rotating 
shifts are a source of stress for 
police officers. He also presented 
arguments for an increase in 
hospitalization insurance premi¬ 
um payments by the city, citing 
a study which shows that Green- 
belt ranks in the bottom 139c of 
municipalities with population 
between 10-25,000 in provision of 
health insurance coverage. 
Greenbelt currently pays 2/3 of 
the premium; the FOP requests 
that the city pay the entire pre¬ 
mium. 

Craze also said that the FOP 
is disappointed with the modest 
cost-of-living increase proposed 
in the budget. The FOP hopes 
for 3% above the actual cost of 
living increase to help recoup 
some of the losses in real income 
during the inflationary period 
since the mid-70's. FOP concerns 
included increased funds for 
training. The proposed $3500 al¬ 
lotted for this purpose was con¬ 
sidered inadequate for a depart¬ 
ment of 30 officers. Councilman 
Pilski raised the question of ob¬ 
ligated service to the city after 
an officer receives special train¬ 
ing. Craze agreed that such a 
commitment would be acceptable. 

Alarm System 

In addition to the proposed po¬ 
lice budget, council heard a re¬ 
quest from Greenbelt Volunteer 
Fire Department and Rescue 
Squad Chief Mike Dutton for re¬ 
placement of an alarm system 
which is installed in city build¬ 
ings (Green Ridge House, the 
warehouse and the recreation 
centers in Greenbelt Center and 
Springhill Lake). The system 
dates from the early 60’s and is 
not adequate for present de¬ 
mands, according to Dutton. 

Dutton had arranged for a 
demonstration of a modern sys¬ 
tem. Marty Klos and Mark Wa¬ 
ters of Motorola demonstrated 
their company’s INTRAC 2000 
Alarm and Signaling System 
which, in addition to providing 
Are alarms, would monitor tem¬ 
perature level, intrusions, open¬ 
ing of secured doors and opera¬ 
tion of electrical circuits. The 
system can handle 512 remote 
units. The central control station 
would be monitored on a 21-hour 
basis by police personnel. The 
cost of the system would be in 
excess of $30,000. The capacity 
of this system would probabi} 
far exceed that required by the 
city. Council discussed the pos¬ 
sibility of interesting the busi¬ 
ness community in sharing such 
a system (and its costs). 

The public safety budget also 
includes funds for animal control. 
This budget proposal would 
strengthen animal control serv¬ 
ices of the city, primarily be¬ 
cause of concern about rabies. 
The budget provides funds to hire 
a second part-time warden and 
increases the number of hours 
of patrol. The purchase of a van 
truck to be used by the animal 
wardens is also proposed. 

CITY NOTES 

Backfill was placed behind new 
sidewalk on Crescent Road in 
front of the Firehouse and holes 
were filled in the shoulder of 
Northway Road between Ridge 
and Hillside Roads. The roof was 
repaired on the bike garages. 

New light fixtures were in¬ 
stalled in the Youth Center and 
light fixtures repaired at the pool. 
The roof of the bathhouse was 
repaired.

led on every building. This 
change is currently underway. 
As Ormrod indicates, “We can’t 
do it all immediately, but we are 
working on replacing the heavy 
wooden doors with glass alum¬ 
inum ones.” 

In addition to excellent main¬ 
tenance and beautiful grounds, 
Springhill Lake has extensive so¬ 
cial activities. In the early days, 
many of these activities were 
civic associations including Dem - 
ocratic and Republican Clubs. 
The Springhill Lake community 
was a “political playground,” 
for many residents. Mayor Gil 
Weidenfeld was a resident of 
Springhill Lake during this 
strong political era. 

Now, the social activities have 
changed. According to Sutton, 
“there are more classes now, 
mostly physical fitness classes 
like aerobic dancing and karate. 
There’s jazz, tap and ballet for 
little girls. Baseball teams, swim 
teams and boy scouts for the 
little boys.” 

The social program in the com¬ 
munity is very successful and 
Gus Ormrod attributes the suc- 
to “a highly professional 
staff.” 

There are no expansion 
plans for the future; there is no 
land left to develop. And as for 
those who are wondering wheth¬ 
er Springhill Lake will go con¬ 
do, as Ormrod stated earlier.
